FRISCO AND ‘RIVAL’ 
IN SECRET RAN BIG 
TERMINAL IN SOUTH 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dee. 23.—The St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad began suit in 
the Supreme Court today to compel the 
Southern Railway Co. to restore a half- 
interest in the $20,000,000 New Orleans 
Terminal Co., organized secretly by the 
two companies in 1903 to contro] the 


terminal facilities of the Southern city. | 


Francis Lynde Stetson, who argued be- 
fore Justice Gavegan against the suit,’ 
termed the action a case of welching.“ 

As Attorney A. B. Pollak, representing 
the petitioner, argued the motion, the 
Court’s eyes were opened to an extraor- 
dinary alliance by which the two rall- 
roads successfully gobbled up all the 
transit properties of New Orleans and 
held them under a trust agreement, the 
stock being deposited in the Guarantee 
Trust Co. of New York. Justice Gave- 
gan heard of a $20,000,000 concern, which 
never attempted to market a share and 
whose invaluable assets were not assign- 
able, marketable or salable. 
Confiscation Feared, 

Pollak declared that the receivers of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
feared the confiscation of their half- 
interest in the Terminal company and 
demanded that the Southern Railway re- 
store and credit forfeited securities 
against the debt of the terminal com- 
pany, or that the bankrupt St. Louis 
company have a chance to redeem its 
securities. Judge Gavegan reserved de- 
ciston. 

In 1908, Pollak explained, the two com- 
panies, then rivals for business in the 
Mouth, agreed to pool their interests 
in the traffic property of New Orleans 
pnd organized the New Orleans Term-| 
inal Co. The $20,000,000 terminal company 
was capitalized at $2,000,000 only for pur- 
poses of organization and each company 
took title to one-half of the stock. 

Harmony for 10 Years. 

Each deposited the stock and each 
agreed to pay one-half the rental charge 
on all the terminal properties, the rental 
to be exactly the amount of the inter- 
est upon the bonds. Each guaranteed 
the interest, and since each was to bear 
half of the burden of the bonds, each 
secured the other by agreeing to pledge 
the others stock as a guarantee for 
the faithful performance of the agree- 
ment. 

For 10 years the two companies worked 
in harmony under this monopoly. The 
St. Louls company could not meet the 
$140,000 interest on the bonds, and under 
the trust agreement its half interest 
im the terminal company was declared 
forfeited to the Southern Railway Co. 

Stetson declared the Southern would 
not sel] the other company’s securities, 
because there was no market for them, 
as no market had ever been created. 

Judge Gavegan promised an early de- 
cision, under Stetson’s plea that an- 
other $140,000 payment was due to the 
trustee by January 1, 1914 


The Most. Rev. Jeremtah Harty, Arch- 
bishop of Manila, and for many years 
pastor of St. Leo’s Church, arrived in 
St. Louis at 9:10 a. m. Tuesday on his 
second visit since his appointment to 
the ecclesiastical primacy of the Phil- 
ippines more than ten years ago. 

Archbishop Harty went direct to his 
former charge. St. Leo’s Church, 


Twenty-third and Mullnaphy streets, 
where, it was announced, he would cele- 
brate a solemn high mass of thanks- 
giving for his safe passage across the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The Archbishop’s voyage from Manila 
to San Francisco across the usually 
placid Pacific took one month and five 
days, In midocean there was a terrific 
storm. Telegraphic reports from, San 
Francisco said that Archbishop Harty 
offered prayers for the safety of the 
passengers and crew. 

Archbishep on Derk in Storm. 

On his arrival at Union Station, the 
Archbishop, without commenting on 
these reports, said: 

“I was on deck when the storm was 
at its height. If I had been in my 
berth I would have been drenched with 
salt water. Luckily, I had stored my 
luggage under a bench and it was not 
damaged.“ 

Archbishop Harty, while saying that 
it was his rule not to discuss political 
questions, expressed the opinion that 
American government in the Philippines 
has been successful and that the na- 
tives have been quick to fall in line 
with new ideas and aspirations. 

When asked whether, in his opinion, 
the Filipinos are now fit for self-gov- 
ernment, the Archbishop said: That is 
a question which I have never permit- 
ted myself to discuss. I have been 
busy looking after the,gpiritual welfare 
of the islands. I do not believe there 
has been any serious conflict between 
church and state in the Philippines.” 

Archbishop Harty is thinner and ap- 
pareatly less robust than on his pre- 
vious visit to St. Louis in 1907. In in- 
terviews elsewhere he aas said that 
the climate of the Philippines is trying 
on the constitutions of most Americans 
who go there, but he added that, from 
a sanitary standpoint, Manila is now 
one of the best equipped cities of the 
world so far as sewers and water sup- 
ply are concerned.

Louls, went to Kansas City to meet 
him. They were:

Found After a Long Search and 
Cut Down by Nine- 
teen Men. 


The Christmas Festival tree, which 
was found in Jefferson County, Mo., aft- 
er many days of search, is more than 30 
feet tall and has more than 25 feet 
spread of limbs.

Bell company’s foremen, went to the 
farm of Peter O’Brien, 
Local, two miles from Cedar Hill, on 
the Big River, and spent the day look- 
ing over O'Brien's cedars and the cedara 
on adjoining farms. When he found 
the one that suited him on O’Brien’s 
farm arrangements were made to get it 
out Sunday. 
O'Brien called in 18 of his neighbors 
and started cutting down the tree Sun- 
day morning early. The tree was care- 
fully loaded on wagons and hauled to 
the big road leading to St. Louis, 324% 
miles away. 

The distance to the big road wes 
about a mile, and considerable difficulty 
was experienced in getting the tree out 
of the woods. Other trees had to be 
cut down so that the wagons could pass 
without breaking “off the limbs of the 
Christmas tree. It was also necessary 
to let down a number of fences. 

On account of the weight of the tree 
and the recent rains, the wagon sank 
to the hubs of its wheels in the soft 
earth. It was necessary to arrange a 
block and tackle in order to pull it out. 

When the road was reached, the tree 
was loaded on the automobile truck and 
trailer of the Bell company and hauled 
to St. Louis. The trip had to be made 
after dark, on account of the dimensions 
of the tree. Its immense size made it 
impossible to pass other vehicles on the 
road and the trip was made when thv 


least travel was expected. It required 
two hours to get the tree into ‘the 
Coliseum. 

When the thousands of children look 
upon the fine Christmas tree in the 
Coliseum Christmas day, they will have 
the satisfaction of knowing that their 
tree is the largest in St. Louis and that 
no home of.wealth in St. Louis or else- 
where can have a finer one.

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WOMAN TELLS WHY 


SHE WAS PRISONER 
OF LOVE 3 YEARS 


Was Happy to Live in Secret 
Room Adjoining Ex-Prose- 
cutor's Office.

Special to the Post-Drmpatch. 

MONTICELLO, N. Y., Deo. 28. — 1 had 
loved Mr. Couch for 15 years I knew 
that he was a married man, but I never 
was happy when I was away from him 
an hour. Finally, in February, 1911, w 
talked it over and we arranged this 
little room in the back of his office and 
I fixed it up for a living room, and 
there I have remained ever since, see- 
ing no one, speaking to no one but the 
man I loved.” 

That brief paragraph is the explana- 
tion given by Adelaide Branch of why 
she secluded herself in the office cell 
of Melvin H. Couch—a former District 
Attorney and for many years the Re- 
publican leader of this county-and 
came forth to startle the community 
only when Couch died of heart disease 
in his office Sunday morning. 

“Only once in a while at night + 
would steal out,” said the woman. 1 
knew that it would embarrass him ter- 
ribly for any person to suspect our 
affair. I was willing to make the sac- 
rifice of making a prisoner of myself 
if only I could be constantly near him 
I worked happily all day and was over- 
joyed when sometimes he could make 
excuses to his family and could spend 
evenings here, when I would prepare 
him little suppers over the tiny stove 
I had in the rear room. 


How She Met the Lawyer. 

“I met Mr. Couch about 16 years ago. 
I was a student at the Oswego Normal 
School. I was then about 23 years old. 
My health began to fail and physicians 
tcld me I must undertake some outdoor 
occupation. So I became a canvasser 
for the sale of law books and books 
ot fiction. It was in this manner—com- 
ing to his office to sell him law books 
that I first became acquainted with Mr. 
Couch, 

„ was attracted to him from the 
very first. Indeed, I am going to con- 
fess my complete infatuation with him 
for all these 15 years. He was kind to 
me at first, and then we became very 
friendly. But I did not see him con- 
tinuously, because I was traveling about 
through the cities of this part of the 
State. However, when I was in Monti- 
cello we would see a great deal of 
each other, and sometimes when we 
could arrange it we would have meet- 
ings in Kingston. 

“T don’t know how the arrangements 
first came about by which I decided io 
live in his office. I do not know who 


tust proposed it, but I know I was 939 


much in love with Mr. Couch that it 
oid not affect me at all to know that 
if I took up living in that little back 
room I would have to live as a prisoner 
I wes perfectly willing to do it. 

“Only two or three times in all those 
years have I gone out of the building 
even at night. But last July I did have 
an acute longing to speak to a woman. 
I wanted to see no other man but Mr. 
Couch. But I did get so I longed for 
a sight of another woman—to talk and 
mingle with those of my sex for just 
a little while. I confided this to Mr. 
Couch and he said it was only natural, 
so I arranged to go to Ellenville. 

Mingied With Women Two Days. 

1 did not go there to visit any per- 
son that I knew, although I had sev- 
eral acquaintances. To do that I would 
have had to give an account of where 
IT had been for the last three years. 
But I just went into the shops where 
women were at the counters and talked 
with them about dresses and children 
and all those things that women like to 
talk about. 

“But after two days I could stand 
separation from Mr. Couch no longer 
and I returned te my little back room 
and was perfectly happy. 

“I knew I must keep strictly a pria- 
oner, because it would never de to 
bave Mr. Couch’s family know of our 
relations. I would do nothing to hurt 
him or them. I am sorry I could not 


running race when he was a young man. 

Three blocks from the Masonic Templi 
building lives Dr. John F. Curiett, a 
brother of Mrs. Couch. Early Sunday 
an excited woman appeared at his door. 
Her hair was disheveled, her eyes wild 
and she could hardly speak for the sobs 
that arose. 

“Dr. Curilett, Mr. Couch is—he's dead 
or dying Oh, please come to him— 
come at once, she cried. 

“Is he at his home?’ asked the phy- 
sician, not recognizing the woman whom 
he had seen frequently in the years be- 
fore she had made a prisoner of her- 
self. 

‘“No—no, in his office.” 

Dr. Curlett found the politician and 
lawyer stretched on a cot in his own 
private office. 

Couch was in pajamas. When Dr. Cur- 
lett looked up a few minutes later from 
his attempts at reviving Couch, the 
woman had disappeared. He notified his 
sister, the lawyer’s wife, Sheriff Kin- 
ney and Coroner Cauthers. 

All soon arrived at the former Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. Mrs. Couch was 
accompanied by her daughter, Miss 
Louise, who is d years old. Couch’s 
20-year-old son, Stephen, was run down 
and killed by an automobile truck in 
New York City about two years ago. 

Climbing upon a chair the Sheriff 
peered over the partition which reached 
only within about two feet of the ceil- 
ing. Standing in the room, her hands 
clasped before her eyes and her body 
swaying, her hair falling about her 
shoulders and olad only in the white 
and black polka dotted house dress in 
which she had run to call Dr. Cutlett, 
he saw Miss Branch. 

“What are you doing in there?“ de- 
manded Kinney. 

She looked up quickly and

Tella Wife of Her Leve. 

The woman suddenly straightened. 

“I know who you are,” she answered.

I have nursed him when 
he needed nursing; I have cheered him 
when he needed cheering. I have de- 
voted myself to him and asked nothin: 
for it—nothing except to be near him.” 

Suddenly she fell to the for in a 
swoon. 

Dr. Curfett recognized her as the 
woman he had seen so frequently visit- 
ing Couch’s office that there had been 
gossip which stopped when the woman 
apparently disappeared. 

Couch twice was elected District At- 
torney of Sullivan County, and was a 
friend and associate of former Judge 
Alton B. Parker, ex-Gov. Odell and 
many other prominent men.

"AVERTED A PANIC 


Financial institutions Have 
Breathing Spell; Need Not 
pay Money Before Jan. 2. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 23.—Huerta met 
the situation caused by the failure of 
the Bank of London and Mexico to 
open its doors for business yesterday. 
morning, by issuing a decree declar- 
ing a 10-day bank holiday until Jan. 2. 
According to the decree, no bank in 
Mexico can be compelled to do busi- 
ness of any nature, except at the dis- 
cretion of the management. 

There is little question that, had not 
Huerta taken advantage of the extraor- 
dinary powers vested in him by Con- 
gress before it adjourned, and suspend- 
ed banking operations in the republic 
for 10 days, the worst panic in the his- 
tory of the country would have ensued. 

Other Banks to Continue. 

So far as known, no bank in the cap- 
ital, except the London and Mexico, will 
take advantage of the respite granted 
by Huerta’s decree. The National Bank 
of Commerce and Industry, the Germa- 
hia Bank of Montreal and the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce will continue 
to-do business regardless of the protec- 
tion afforded by the decree. 

“No doubt the Bank of London and 
Mexico is solvent,“ said the head of 
another city bank to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent last night: 

„It has more than enough assets to 
cover its liabilities, but the trouble 
seems to be that its assets are not suf- 
ficiently liquid to enable it to meet 
instantly all of the demands of the last 
few days.“ 

Navy Plaus Much Modified. 

Huerta's plans for spending 30,000,000 
pesos, to be obtained by a bond issue, 
for providing Mexico with a modern 
navy, have been considerably modified. 
The Government is about to sign a 
contract with Italian ship builders for 
two torpedo boats and two torpedo boat 
destroyers at a cost of 6,000,000 pesos. 
The signing of the contract awaits only 
the arrival here of the new Italian Min- 
1 Silvio Cambaggio. 
It is understood that the awarding of 
this contract to Italian builders was 
made by Huerta only on condition of 
the Italian Government accrediting a 
Minister to Mexico without deleying 
further in response to objections from 
Washington. f 

Huerta Celebrates 58th Birthday. 
President Huerta today revived the 
old custom of celebrating at the National 
Palace with great formality the anni- 
versary of the birth of the chief execu- 
tive. He was born Dec. 23, 1854. These 
birthday celebrations were an annual 
affair during the regime of Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz. 

Before daylight this morning military 
bands from the regiments which have 
their headquarters in the Federal capital 
marched up and down in front of the 
palace, and serenaded the provisional 
President. In the forenoon Huerta re 
ceived the congratulations of commit- 
tees representing all departments of the 
Government.

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VENICE” ENGLISH 
COMPANY BUT FAR 


Stratford Upon-Avon Players 
Attain No High. Distinction 
in First Local Offering. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 

HE Stratford-Upon-Avon Players 
from the Shakspeare Memorial 
Theater in the great poet-drama- 

tist's birthplace made their first St. Louis 
appearance on Monday evening, pre- 
senting The Merchant of Venice“ at the 
Olympic and revealing themselves as a 
fairly capable Shakspearean stock com- 
pany under competent stage-manage- 
ment, but not remarkable in inspiration 
nor for genuine interpretative insight. 

The cast of the opening performance 
was headed by Mr; F. R. Benson, the 
company’s art director, who played the 
tule of Shylock with many mannerisms 
and a sustained tendency to over- em- 
phasis which made his work more or 
Jess disappointing as an exhibit of sin- 
cere and properly effective artistry. 

It was an elocutionary Shylock, de- 
rending mainly upon declamatory blus- 
ter and strenuous gesticulation for its 
impressiveness, and not at any moment 
did it sound the great note possible to 
the part when greatly played. 

This truth was grievously evident in 
the trial scene, the Shylock then drawn 
by Mr. Benson taking shape as a crea- 
tion so unduly accentuated as to assume 
something of a rough-stroke cartoon as- 
pect, inevitably falling, as a result, in 
the higher appeal possessed under a 
truly masterful treatment. 

The Portia of Miss Dorothy Green's 
playing, while pleasing in a certain arch- 
ness and, at the instant of Bassanio’s 
choosing of the right casket, notably 
tender, was not entirely the patrician 
Portia of Shakespeare’s intent and was 
too often inclined toward the same de- 
Clamatory vigor that marred the Shy- 
lock of Mr. Benson’s presenting. 

This tendency to overemphasis came 
into marked prominence in the “quality 
of mercy”,speech and reached its oli 


turning, overthrows the weaker-souled 


max in Miss Green’s too obviously mel- 
odramatic delivery of the final lines 
of Portia’s judgment in the trial scene. 
so unexpectedly robbing Shylock of that 
full-feeding of his revenge upon which, 
until then, he had so confidently 
counted. 

This phase of Portia’s expounding of 
the law is in itself so tremendously ef- 
fective that its legitimate power is best 
conveyed, not by a gloating zestfulness 
of its significance to the blood-lusting 
Shylock, but by a calmly judicial voic- 
ing of its decree that makes it all the 
more crushing because of an impartial 
and unprejudiced utterance. 

Miss Green’s perfervid manner at this 
moment robbed her Portia of a vast 
dignity and transformed that figure into 
sO pronounced a partisan of Antonio as 
then and there to impugn its authen- 
ticity.and credibility beyond all rehabil- 
itation. 

The role of Antonio was played by 
Mr. Rupert L. Conrick with moderately 
satisfying ability. The Bassanio por- 
‘trayed by Mr. Murray Carrington took 
its place ‘as perhaps the best individual 
achievement of the night. A curiously 
incongruous Jessica, uncommonly Ori- 
ental in garb and visage, yet of 
marked English modernity in speech 
and bearing, was presented by Miss 
Marion Foreman. 

The Tubal played by Mr. Frank Mat- 
thews was the least convincing that I 
have ever seen in a performance claim- 
ing to attain genuine distinction. Young 
Launcelot Gobbo, as drawn by Mr. 
Henry Caine, lacked the broad low- 
comedy touches with which playhouse 
audiences have long been familiar, but 
gained somewhat in effectiveness as 
the portrayal . neared its completion. 
Old Gobbo was excellently played by 
Mr. William Calvert. Miss Ethel Me- 
Dowall qualified pleasingly as Nerissa. 

Among others of the company who 
acquitted themselves fairly well were 
Mr. Frank Cochrane as the Duke of 
Venice, Mr. Edward Warburton as the 
Prince of Morocco, Mr. F. Randle Ayr- 
ton as Gratiano, Mr. Charles Warbur- 
ton as Salanio, Mr. George Manship as 
Salarino and Mr. Basil Bathbone as 
Lorenzo. 

The play’s scenic and costume produc- 
tion was picturesque, there Was a grati- 
fying elimination of long waits between 
the acts, and the incidental music was 
finely in consonance with the Shaks-/ 
perean atmosphere of the evening. 

“King Richard II,” rarely seen on tha 
American stage, will be the offering on 
Tuesday night, Mr. Benson playing tho 
title role and Mr. Carrington that of 
Henry of Bolingbroke, afterwards King 
Henry IV, the exiled rebel, who, re-

If the law-making body shall re- 
fuse to pass the ordinances within 
80 days, or shall amend them in a 
manner objectionable to a committee 
of five representing the petitioners, 
then the ordinances shall be submit- 
ted to the voters at the next regu- 
lar election. 

If the initiative petitions are signed 
by 10 per cent of the registered vot- 
ers, then they shall be submitted to 
the people at a special election. 

Recall of Officials. 

That the referendum may be in- 
voked on any ordinance, not an 
emergency measure, if within 40 days 
after its passage by the legislative 
body, upon petitions signed by elec- 
tors equal to 10 per cent of all the 
votes cast for Mayor at the last pre- 
ceding election. 

That ordinances on which the ref- 
erendum has been invoked shall 
stand suspended until voted upon by 
the people. 

That 15 per cent of the vote cast 
for Mayor at the last preceding elec- 
tion shal] be required for the submis- 
sion of a referred ordinance at a spe- 
cial election. 

That any elective officer provided 
for in the charter may be recalled by 
the people. To invoke the recall the 
petitions must be signed by electors 
equal in number to 20 per cent of the 
total registered vote in two-thirds 
of the wards of the city. 

Recall Percentage. 

The Freeholders devoted several meet- 
ings to a discussion of the different 
features of the initiative, referendum 
and recall. The number of signatures 
required for invoking the recall is about 
the average of that required in other 
cities where this device of government 
is used. The section as agreed upon 
provides that no petition shall be filed 
against an official within six months 
after he takes office, nor within six 
months after a proposition for his re- 
call has been defeated, nor within six 
months before the expiration of his term 
of office. 

Some members of the board favored 
making the percentage of signatures 3% 
instead of 20, while others, particularly 
Charles Herttenstein and Col. Fred D. 
Gardner, objected to more than 15 per 
cent, as provided for in the original 
draft. Within five days after a majority 
of the people of the city shall have 
voted for the recall of a public official 
his office shall be vacant. His suo- 
cessor must be elected at a subsequent 
election. 

One Recall to Petition. 

F. N. Judson declared that the recall 
should not be made too easy. Chaos 
might be created, he said, by the recall 
of an entire city government, leaving 
all offices vacant. It was agreed that 
no more than one official should be sub- 
ject to recall on the same petition. If 
the people should desire to recall sev- 
eral officials, under the chapter as 
agreed upon, they would have to submit 
petitions for each official they desired 
to remove from office. 


Presents for Freeholders, 
Freeholder Judson, an expert on the 


subject of taxation, submitted to the 
board this resolution: Since the adop- 
tion of the present charter the General 
Assembly has authorized in the city 
of St. Louis the classification for taxa- 
tion of the stock of goods of merchants 
and of the machinery and stock of man- 
ufacturers, and authorizes a different 
rate of city taxation thereon for city 
purposes, and this system has been in 
force for many years past under or- 
dinance regulating same, although not 
provided for in the charter; therefore, 
the counsel of the board is requested 
to give his opinion whether it would 
not be proper to incorporate this classi- 
fication in the charter, and whether or 
not it would not be lawful for the city to 
extend this power of classification to 
other personal property, such as city 
bonds, but subject the same to a dif- 
ferent rate of city taxation, provided 
that the taxation is uniform upon the 
same class of subject within the city 
which is the authority levying the tax. 

The board directed its counsel, former 
Judge Henry 8. Caulfield, to give the 
opinions suggested by Judson. 

Before adjourning to Jan. 6, Col. 
Fred D. Gardner said that he wished to 
change the program for a few minutes. 
It has been said, observed Col. Gardner 
that the pencil was the tongue of the 
mind. He desired to present to each 
member of the Board of Freeholders, he 
said, a pencil with which to write a 
charter for the people of St. Louis, a 
charter that should be the model for 
all other cities for the next 100 years. 
Col. Gardner then presented to each 
member of the board, the secretary and 
newspaper reporters, an engraved gold 
pencil.

Dr. Freeland J. Dunn of 3963 McPher- 
son avenue, who was in a one-seated 
roadster which ran off the road, and 
overturned in a three-foot ditch Mon- 
day afternoon, and killed the driver, 
George, Winterer, 47, of 3109 Keokuk 
street, had only a vague recollection 
Tuesday of what happened. The auto- 
mobile accident occurred on Denny road, 
about a half mile south of the Clay- 
ton road, in St. Louis County. 

Dr. Dunn asserted his mind was a 
blank for some time after the accident.

The scrap took place a mile west of 
Clayton, in and around a tree which the 
sophomores had fortified, and which 
bore their class flag, 2 feet from the 
ground. 

Sophomores Were Notified. 
University tradition provides that the 
sophomores, being fewer in number, shall 
have the right to fortify the place where 
their flag is erected, and that the fresh- 
men, in order to be adjudged winners, 
must storm the sophomores’ position and 
tear down the flag. This, since 196, they 
have annually succeeded in doing, thus 
winning their release from the bondage 
of the “dinky” cap. 

But this year the sophs, who had 
among their number the son of a boiler 
piate manufacturer, got a metallic shell 
constructed, which they placed about 
the tree at a height of 15 feet from ine 
ground. This riveted shell served the 
same purpose as a battleship’s turret, 
and its side was nearly four feet high, 
protecting the bodies of the flag’s de- 
fenders. Last year the freshmen (now 
the sophomores) successfully stormed 
a stmilar platform made of wood, and 
this year they profited by this experi- 
ence, and made themselves a conning 
tower which was practically assault- 
proof. 

Twelve “sophs,” headed by William 
Berry, class president, held the sheat- 
fron fort. The attack was made from 
a platform of almost equal height. 
which the freshmen had built near the 
tree. A picked lot of freshmen were led 
by Edward Thomas, class president. On 
the ground, the rank and file of the 
two classes fought, and the “‘sophs,”’ be- 
ing .outnumbered, were in some cases 
ducked in a nearby creek, and tied up, 
and in other cases were tied without a 
Aucking. 


Knotted Ropes as Weapons. 
Three upper classmen, representing the 


Student Council, watched fhe fray, and 
disqualified men whenever they were 
injured, or when the laws of war seemed 
to have been violated. Most of those 
disqualified for injuries were freshmen, 
rendered “groggy” by being struck on 
the head with knotted ropes, which the 
“sophs” carried as weapons. in the 
case of Meyers, who fell from the plat- 
form, the Student Council did not have 
to intervene, for he was unconscious 
and it was feared at first that his back 
had been broken. He was taken back 
to the university, and physicians found 
the fractures of two ribs to be his se- 
verest injury. 

The fight started at 7 a. m., and after 
three grand assaults and a number of 
minor attacks, it ended at 8:55. There

Dunn to Glencoe on business for the 
firm and was returning to St. Louis. 
The machine skidded in a puddle of 
water and oil, ran off the road into a 
ditch and turned over, pinioning both 
Winterer and Dr. Dunn beneath it. 
Motorists passing along the road dis- 
covered the overturned automobile and 
pulled it off Dr. Dunn and Winterer. 
The latter was dead and the physician 
appeared to be stunned. 

Dr. Dunn stood dazed around the 
scene for a few minutes and suddenly 
disappeared while the motorists were 
notifying Coroner Bopp of Kirkwood. 
Dunn, at his home, told to the best of 
his recollection his experience after he 
strolled away. He said he had a vague 
idea of leaving the scene after the ac- 
cident and crossing a field, where he 
was attacked by two dogs, which bit 
him three times on the ankles. 

Stranger Brought Him to Door. 

He could not recall if anyone accom- 
panied him across the flelds, but he 
thought he arrived near home on a 
street car. The maid told him he had 
been accompanied to the door by a man 
who departed without giving his name. 

Dr. Dunn, after regaining his bearing. 
cauterized the dog bites and talked over 
the telephone with Coroner Bopp, who 
had called to make inquiry about the 
accident. An inquest was held Tuesday 
at Kirkwood, where Winterer’s body 
was taken after thé accident.

Wherein does such an arrangement differ from 
the savagely condemned Frisco transactions, ex- 
cept in being more lucrative? The amateur fi- 
nance that dictated. the purchase of the Browns- 
ville road provided terms that yielded only one 
profit. A really sophisticated as well as inter- 
locked directorate would have contrived it so that 
it would have paid an annual profit under a lease. 

The across-the-table deal by which the Mis- 
sissippi River Distributing. Co. was loaded onto 
the local utility system provided a perennial 
font from which dividends may be drawn. James 
Campbell’s profit from the Brownsville transac- 
tion was $250,625. As one of the large owners 
of the distributing company, he made a contract 
with himself, as one of the large owners also of 
the Union Electric and the United Railways Co., 
by which he can share in the distribution of 
$420,000 every year. Fair compensation for the 
service for which the distributing company gets 
this $420,000 would be $75,000, it is asserted. 
The failure of the Keokuk installation to yield 
the benefits expected of it is related to the gen- 
eral conservation question. But-from whatever 
angle the specific Keokuk problem is viewed, the 
fact stands out that if St. Louis utilities were given 
the same rate the ‘distribution company is given, 
the cost of current when it reaches St. Louis 
would at least be about $6 per horsepower less 
than now, or approximately 25 per cent. The dis- 
tribution company gets $7 per horsepower for a 
service for which a little more than $1 ought to 
suffice. 3 
A thorough investigation by Congress into all 
conditions governing the supply of current from 
the dam can be of great assistance in arriving at 
a sound general policy to be pursued by the Gov- 
ernment with reference to sources of power. In 
all parts of the country unutilized water power 
possibilities are awaiting development, but they 
must be developed on terms yielding advantage 
to the public. That “changed public opinion” of 


monopoly and when the patents expired it pre- 
tended to hold exclusive rights which dominated 
the minds of timid capitalists. Having large finan- 
cial resources, it was doubly qualified in this game 
of bluff. 

The legal inquiry which its compliance with 
Government requirements has staved off would 
have revealed a wealth of information concerning 
its methods in dominating subsidiary companies 
and its license system which makes the South- 
western’s application da tha Migsemel Utilities 
Commission for permission to raise rates plausi- 
ble. It has paid 8 per cent on half a billion dol- 
lars’ worth of stock for some years, and a very 
great percentage of that stock is bonus issues, 
justified by large earnings and not by invested 
capital. The total issue is based on franchise 
value and monopoly. The extent to which this 
impoverishes the local company, and therefore 
makes local service less perfect and more,costly 
to the subsidiary corporation and subscribers, 
would have been revealed in an action against 
the American Bell Telephone Co. for violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

It should yet be revealed by the inquiry of the 
Missouri Public Utilities Commission, now that 
the other door has been so adroitly closed.

DANIELS’ GROWN 


Herman Laubis, of M. A. C., 
Most Promising Paddler in 
Country, Whitaker Says. 


Several new stars have in the last 
year begun to twinkle in the aquatic 
firmament-and not the least brilliant of 
these is Herman Laubis, the 18-year-old 
natator of the Missouri Athletic Club, 
who leaped into prominence in the 10- 
mile river championship. Laubis, un- 
heralded, surprised the talent by fin- 
ishing a bang-up second to Mitchael Mc- 
Dermott, the Chicago fish, in the long 
swim, beating out A. Raithel, the I- 
nois U. star, in the last 100 yards. 

Since then Laubis has taken up short- 
distance swimming, and although a stu- 
dent in the Whitaker school only two 
months, he is now doing 100 yards in 
60 seconds and 25 yards in 3% flat. This 
is by no means record time. Duke Ka- 
hanamoku holds the world’s record for 
the 100, at 53 s., made in Frisco, but 
it is well to remember that Kahana- 
moku has been a fin-flopper all his life, 
while Laubis is new to the game, having 
yet to serve a full year under compe- 
tent coaching. 


Sure to Wear Crown. 


Coach Tom Whitaker of the M. A. C. 
tribe is sanguine in his belief that Lau- 
bis some day will wear the speed crown 
for all the short-distance marks. He 
believes that a boy who can master the 
crawl in two months to such an extent 
that he covers 100 yards in o seconds, 
will clip at least six seconds off that 
time in another year. Laubis has the 
physique and the perseverance to make 
good, and nothing short of an accident 
will prevent him, Whitaker declares. 

Right now, though, there are several 
young stars who are setting a terrific 
pace for the neophytes to follow. Most 
potent are Perry McGillivray of the I- 
nois A. C., who has been credited with 
241-5 seconds in the %-yard swim in a 
60-foot tank, where he had two turns, 
and A. Raithel, the Illinois boy, who, 
claims are made, has done 246 under 
similar conditions. Neither of these rec- 
ords are official, and they will never 
work their way into the guide book, but 
they indicate the class of work being 
done by the two kids. In another year, 
however, Whitaker thinks Laubis will 
beat either McGillivray or Raithel, pro- 
viding he continues to improve as he 
has in the past 60 days. 


New Mark for 220 Yards. 


McGillivray, under three watches, was 
eredited last week with 2m. 81 8-5s for the 
220-yard swim, which is better than any 
previous record made in the Illinois A. C. 
tank. The best previous mark was zm. Sis. 


Coach Frank Sullivan of Princeton, who 
formerly tutored the M. A. C. paddlers, 
has two stars in O'Sullivan and Cross. 
However, if the time these natators made 
in the City College meet in New York ig 
to be taken as a criterion of their ability, 
the M. A. C. need have no fear about tack. 
ling the Tigers next March. Cross won 
the 100-yard swim in 628 and the 220 in 
9m. 402-58. A repetition of this mark 
will get him nothing against the M. A, C. 
tribe.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 23.—The mill con- 
sumption of cotton in the United States 
for 1918 was the largest in the history 
of the country, and the value of cotton 
goods of domestic manufacture exported 
was greater than for any previous year, 
ensus Bureau reported today, — 
announcing statistics showing the su 
ply and distribution of cotton for t e 
cotton year. 

With a supply of 16,225,734 running 
bales, the domestic consumption was 
5,826,330 bales, or 35.9 per cent; the ex- 
ports 8,800,966, or 54.2 per cent, and stocks 
remaining at the close of the cotton year 
were 1,596,438 bales, or 9.9 * cent. 

Massachusetts Leads States, 
The mill consumption exceeded that of 
1912, the previous largest year, by 418,- 
747 bales, and the exports were 1,890,792 
bales less than 1912. Stocks on hand 
Aug. 31 represented about seven weeks’ 
supply for the Amerfcan mills. 

Spindles designed primarily for cotton 
numbered 32,149,617, a net increase of 
566,988 over 1912. 

Massachusetts leads all other states, 
having 11,075,684, or 34.5 per cent; South 
Carolina ranks second, with 4,536,353. 

The value of cotton goods of domestic 
manufacture exported amounted to $63,- 
743,977. Exports of cotton cloth, which 
amounted to 444, — Al square yards were 
valued at $30,668,234. The value of cotton 
goods imported amounted to $63,,935,983 
The United Kingdom, Germany, France 
and Switzerland, in the order named, 
contributed the largest amounts, fur- 
nishing 9% per cent of the total. 

U. 8. Leads World. 

The estimated number of active cotton 
spindles in the world for the year end- 
ing Aug. 31 is 143,398,000, an increase of 
87,717,000, or 35.7 per cent since 1900. Of 
the total, 55,653,000, or 38.8 per cent, are 
in the United Kingdom; $1,520,000, or 22 
er cent, in the United States; 11, 186,000 
n Germany, 9,213,000 in Russia, 7,400,000 
in France and 6,084,000 in India, 

The total mill consumption of cotton 
for the year is placed at 21,542,000 bales.

Formerly the manufacture of cotton 
was confined largely to England and a 
few localities in other countries.
